ORDER NO. 28(85-88 
New Delhi, the 16tli October, 1985 

S<0. 773(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 3 of Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), 
the Central Goveniment hereby makes tlie following amendment 
in the Open General Licence No. 8|S5, dated the 12th April, 
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1985, published under the Ministry of Commerce, Order No. 
8185-88, dated the 12th April, 1985, namely;— 

For condition No. (1), the following shall be substituted, 
namely;— 

“(l)(i) The it^ems pennited for import by the Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission (ONGC), Oil India Ltd., 
and Gas Authority of India Ltd., shall be those 
cleared by the Empowered Committee of Indigeni- 
sation in the Oil Industry under the Ministry of 
Petroleum and Natural Gas, from indigenous angle. 
Evidence to this effect shall be produced to the 
Customs Authorities. Indigenous clearance will not 
be required under paras (3) and (4) below, 

(ii) The items permitted for import by M|s. Bharat Gold 
Mines Ltd. shall be those cleared by the DGTD, 
New Delhi from indigenous angle. Where import of 
any electronics items including facsimile equipment 
for a cif value of Rs. 5 lakhs or more and marine 
electronics equipment and parts irrespective of value 
is involved, or communication equipments for a 
value more than Rs. One Lakh is involved, the im¬ 
port shall be allowed only after clearance is given 
by the Department of Electronics. Evidence to this 
effect shall be produced to the Customs Authorities. 
Indigenous clearance will not be required under 
paras (3) and (4) below,”
